Tax Law

Passes

Bill Could Tax Fringe
Dwellers For Services

In a move designed to equalize
taxes paid by residents of un.
incorporated ~ couniy territory
with those paid by their city
brethren, Gov, Earl Warren sign-
ed AB 1841, the county service
area law, last week, which is a
legislation which could mean
new taxes for police, fire protec
tion and other urban-type servic-
es for many of California’s two
million fringe area dwellers,

The bill. will go into effeot
on Sept. 10 and permits 10|
per cent of the voters or two
county supervisors to start ao:
tion to create a special service

area to provide fire, police, park, 5

recreation or other services, and
levy taxes,

However, a protest by 10 pe*

cent of the voters would re
quire putting the question to a

vote and 50 per cent of the|

property owners could block the
proceedings completely,

The legislation, which follow-
ed an assembly interim commit-
tee report on fringe area prob-
lems in Los Angeles County,
was enacted to meet complainis
that residents of unincorporated
areas were getting a free ride
With - county-supported = services
Which city residents must pay
city and county taxes for.

In anticipation of the day when
the bill will become effective,
County Supervisor Burton W.
Chace this week introduced a
motion which was unanimously
approved ' by the Board of Su-
pervisors, -and. which, stated:

1. The chief administrative of
ficer, county counsel and county
engineer shall study carefully
the provisions of the law to-
gether with the report of the
assembly interim committee re-
port and recommend to the

Board proper standards respect-
ing municipal type services,

2, Careful consideration ‘shall
be given to using' the law to
reduce administrative costs in
connection with municipal type
services in the county’s unincor-
porated territory, and with the
possibility of using the law as
an economical substitute for fu.
ture overlapping special assess-
ment districts. *

3. That the above mentioned
officer, counsel and engineer
shall confer with the . Sheriff,
County Fire Warden and.Direc-
tor of Parks Department and
other ‘county department heads,

Furnituré drivers, warehouse-
men, and helpers were given a
Six-cents an hour increase in
wages in an agreement signed
this week with Teamsters Lo-
cal No, 692. The agreement was
reached after negotiations be-
tween the Hagbor Area.

ployers' Council and the union.

The new rate, for drivers is
$76 for a 45hour week, The
new helpers rate is $71. The
